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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the prior arts do not 
teach or suggest one auxiliary element displays a non-navigational selectable function. However, as disclosed in figure 8, the active 
selectable element "Basketball" includes at least one auxiliary element (the right arrow) which displays the non -navigational selectable 
function "NCAA Illinois vs Indiana (66). In response to applicant's argument that there is no teaching, suggestion, or motivation to combine 
the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness may be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art.
